Thus 
there is a historic background for a clash, be- 
tween Munich and Berlin, precipitated by the 
recent murder of Foreign Minister Rathenau, 
which bears a close similarity to the old states' 
rights dispute between the North and South 
which led up to the civil war in the United 
States.

The latest crisis came over a law passed 


after the assassination of Rathenau, whereby

Bavaria objected strenuously to this 
interference with state authority, and passed 
a law of its own superseding and in some points 
contradicting the law passed by the 
central 


government. 
Munich maintained that within 


Bavaria the Munich government was supreme 
and the extraordinary powers of the imperial 
law to protect the republic did not operate. 
The similarity between this position and the 
"nullification" doctrine of South Carolina is 
irresistibly apparent. 
There is a noteworthy 


similarity, also, in the fact that the issue thus 
raised has been "eased along" by a compromise 
very much similar to that by which Andrew 
Jackson disposed of the South Carolina doc- 
trine—in other words Berlin has modified the 
law to protect the republic 
to 
take 
some 


account of Bavaria's position, and Munich has 
abrogated its contradictory legislation, with- 
out specifically withdrawing its claim to state 


, sovereignty, leaving the 
constitutional prin- 


ciple unsettled. 


So was the stage set for civil war in the 


United States. Perhaps matters will take a 
different turn in Germany, and the federaliza- 
tion of the new republic proceed without 
a 


bloody struggle over the respective authorities 
of the larger and smaller unit of government. 
There is not a burning issue like slavery to ex- 
asperate and inflame sentiment to the pitch of 
secession and war, in which the German situa- 
tion is much less threatening than was ours m 
the forties and fifties. But; on the other hand 
there were in the United States of those -days 
no external factors to be considered. Bavaria 
has France at her back, dangling before her 
eyes the promise of a Rhine Confederacy with 
Bavaria as its dictator and overlord. That has 
been one of the pet projects of France since 
1914, 
and it has not yet been abandoned. It 


may be taken for granted that separatist senti- 
ment in Bavaria is receiving all the encourage- 
ment that Paris feels it is safe and expedient 
to offer. 


What, would happen in 
Europe should 


Bavaria, backed by other South German states, 
attempt to secede from the Reich and estab- 
lish a separate government? Prussia and the 
North German states would fight to preserve 
the union, one may not doubt. But there are 
covetous neighbors on all sides who would be 
extremely unlikely to keep their hands off and 
let the fight go to a finish. Would civil war m 
Germany mean Armageddon once more?
